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Alabama Historical Commission lists “Places in Peril” 


The Alabama Historical Commis. 
sion has compiled the 1997 list of 
endangered historic sites in Ala 
bama, and pertinent information on 
each, These include: 

The City of Bridgeport - Per- 
haps the most pristine of the state's 
late 19th century “boom towns,” 
Bridgeport faces pervasive and com. 
plex threats, such as the near aban- 
donment of its downtown commer 
cial area and encroaching modern 
industrial development. A concerted 
effort is needed if this community is 
to maintain its distinctive historical 
character, 

Old Greene County Courthouse 
Complex, Eutaw « The focal point 
of this outstanding and attractive 
mid-nineteenth century judicial com- 
plex is a serene 1868 courthouse 
with cast-iron balconies and tall 
shuttered windows, Since comple- 
tion of a new county facility across 
the street, however, the complex 
stands neglected and deteriorating. 

Slave Quarters, Statewide - 
Only a few of these small one- or 
two-room structures, usually of log 
or frame construction, still stand, but 
they serve as a reminder of an im- 
portant, if tragic, part of the state's 
past and are a physical link to the 
heritage of a large portion of the 
state’s population, The Historical 
Commission is attempting to docu- 
ment all slave quarters still standing. 

Melton Hollow, Lauderdale 
County - Settled in the 1800's, this 
rare assortment of early farm build- 
ings in a pristine setting offers a 
glimpse of a lost way of life. Owned 
by Champion Paper Company, the 
complex has been set aside as one of 
Champion's “Special Places in the

the log buildings, but nothing has 
been done. Now a rare four-crib barn 
is on the brink of collapse. 

Salem-Shotwell Covered 
Bridge, Lee County - One of only 
13 authentic covered bridges left in 
the state, the Salem-Shotwell Bridge 
is a fine example of a type of bridge 
design known as the Town Lattice 
Truss. 

The bridge badly needs structural 
repair and treatment with a fire- 
retardant preservative, but the 
county has shown little interest in 
maintaining the structure and has 
even considered selling it to a pri- 
vate citizen who would relocate it to 
an open field, 


Brierfield Furnace, Brierfield 
Ironworks Historical State Park, 
Bibb County - The remains of 
Brierfield Furnace offer a rare view 
of iron-making practices in the 
1880's and 1890's, 

The only furnace in the state built 
solely by the Confederates, Brier- 
field supplied iron to the Selma Ar- 
senal for the manufacture of the 
Brooke cannon, 

A grant will provide funds for 
covering the stack to protect it from 
ice and rain damage, but public and 
private money is needed for archae- 
ological work and preservation of 
the foundations. 

Vicksburg and Brunswick De- 
pot, Eufaula - Alabama’s finest Re- 
construction-era depot, built in 1872 
during the heyday of the American 
railway industry, the sturdy V&B 
Depot would make an_ attractive 
space for any number of uses, but 
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whether to raze the depot or rehabil- 
itate it as a youth recreation com- 
lex. 

Historic Mill Villages, State- 
wide ~ In communities such as Cor- 
dova, Bemiston, Huntsville, Pratt- 
ville, Selma, Tallassee, and Valley, 
well-planned mill villages built by a 
growing textile industry in the post- 
bellum, South helped recruit agrari- 
an workers to the city. 

Some villages still thrive as 
neighborhoods, but many have been 
neglected. Local governments could 
reinvigorate these historic villages 
by providing financial incentives to 
restore the homes and by preventing 
haphazard and inappropriate devel- 
opment such as has occurred in Val- 
ley. 

"Copeland House, Blount 
County - One of two surviving an- 
tebellum brick houses in Blount 
County and one of the few surviving 
in the entire mountain region of the 
state, the elegant, Federal-style 
Copeland House represents a little- 
known element of antebellum socie- 
ty in the Appalachian region. Resto- 
ration must be undertaken soon to 
maintain the historic integrity of this 
important artifact of Alabama’s 
mountain culture. 

Nat King Cole House/Belaire 
Neighborhood, Montgomery - The 
birth place of singer Nat King Cole 
and the historic black residential 
neighborhood of Belaire surround- 
ing it lie in the path of an expanding 
university, Alabama State. 

Ironically, it was probably the 
presence of this historically black 
college that attracted many African- 
American families to settle in this 
turn-of-the-century suburb. 


The Nat King Cole Society has 
negotiated purchase of the house 
and would like to restore it as a mu- 
seum, but so far they have received 
little support, while ASU slowly raz- 
es the community around it. 

The New Empire Theatre, 
Montgomery - was scheduled to be 
included in the 1997 ‘Places of Per- 
il” list, but was unexpectedly demol- 
ished by Troy State University, 
Montgomery, in August. 

Opened in 1917, the New Empire 
stood as a site of historical distinc- 
tion, both for the building itself and 
what happened in and around it: 
Hank Williams got the break he 
needed when he won a contest in 
Montgomery in 1938; and also on 
Dec. 1, 1955, at the bus stop in front

Before taking any action, mem- 
bers of the board asked that Wil- 
liams prepare a lease agreement for 
them to review.

AL State Troopers 
predict 18 will die 


Alabama State Troopers antici- 
pate increased traffic during the 
Thanksgiving holiday period, They 
are asking travelers to buckle up and 
drive with caution, 

Troopers also stress the extreme 
dangers of driving drunk and urge 
motorists not to drink and drive, 

Public Safety estimates that 18 
people will die in traffic crashes in 
Alabama during the 102-hour peri- 
od, which starts at 6 p.m, Wednes- 
day, November 26, and continues 
uml midnight Sunday, November 

Last year 19 people died as a re- 
sult of traffic crashes during the 
Thanksgiving holiday period, At 
least 9 of the deaths were alcohol re- 
lated, and only 4 of the crash victims 
were using their safety belts, 

“Many lives could be saved and 
serious injuries prevented if more 
Alabamians buckled up,” said Col. 
L. N. Hagan, Public Safety director. 
“I strongly advocate safety belt and 
child restraint use during the holi- 
days and every day.” 

All available state woopers will 
be patrolling the state’s roadways 
throughout the holiday period. They 
will concentrate on interstates and 
other heavily traveled roadways and 
will emphasize enforcement of safe- 
ty belt, child restraint, speed limit 
and DUI laws. 

Troopers will conduct driver li- 
cense and equipment checks at vari- 
ous locations statewide during the 
holiday period.

One thing I’ve learned during 
my three years of “law school” up 
in Montgomery: we've got an 
abundance of laws -- constitu- 
tional laws, case laws, statutory 
laws.

Dear Editor, 

The state superintendent's Report 
Card that recently has been released 
is a very thorough yet complex re- 
port of the status of schools in Ala- 
bama. The average citizen may find 
it difficult to interpret exactly what 
all the scores and grades really 
mean. 

While it is not difficult to deter- 
mine what A, B, C, D, and F indi- 
cate on test score analysis, and how 
each school ranks on the SAT, High 
School Exit Exam, ACT, and other 
tests, some people may be confused 
about how projected dropout rate, 
system expenditures per child, free/ 
reduced lunch eligibility, mills 
equivalent, etc., impact the quality 
of education offered by a given 
school. 

I won't attempt to explain how 
all these factors affect a school’s to- 
tal grade or performance; however, 
all these, plus more, should be con- 
sidered when one evaluates a com- 
munity school. 

Elba City Schools’ report card 
continues to show strength and mod- 
erate improvement in most areas, 
Our SAT scores show consistency 
in improvement over three years. 
We continue to be awarded an aca- 
demic clear record by the State 
Dept. of Education. 

System achievement/ability in- 
dex scores have increased from a C- 
in 1995 to a B+ in 1997, 

Areas of concern are ACT scores 


and Writing Assessment scores. We 
rate only a D- this year on ACT 
scores and we are already alerted to 
this from the two previous years of 
scoring only a D+. 

We continue to hope that the 
good reports at the lower grade lev- 
els will have a positive impact on 
the ACT scores of our future sen- 
iors. 

The other area of concern is that 
of writing assessment for fifth- and 
seventh-graders, While we show im- 
provement over the past three years 
at both these grades, we are focus- 
ing our attention on the D+ we re- 
ceived in grade seven in the area of 
persuasive writing. 

We continue to have a low drop- 
out rate and rank very favorably in 
local support for our schools. 

Even though our enrollment has 
shown a decrease from 1118 in 
1994-95 to 1070 in 1996-97, we 
have a net increase in 1997-98 to 
1091. 

We still remain pleased but not 
satisfied with the results of our ef- 
forts to provide a quality education 
to our students. We will continue to 
strive for improvement and focus on 
those areas of greatest weakness. 

We also continue to solicit the 
support and suggestions of our com- 
munity as we work together to make 
Elba City Schools the best we possi- 
bly can be.

By now everyone at the high school 
is well aware of the price increase in 
canned coke products. This increase is 
due to the need of more school funds. 
The price of drinks went from $0.50 to 
$0.75. 

A majority of the student body is not 
happy with the increase of price. If a stu- 
dent buys a $0.75 drink and a $0.60 
snack at break, and a $1.50 tray at lunch 
plus a $0.50 tea or a $0.75 drink, that 
student will spend either $3.35 (with a 
tea) or $3.65 ( with a coke) a day, That is 
$16.75 or $18.00 a week. 

Here are some comments from the 
student body on this issue: 

Marcus Siler - “From the business 
point of view it is a good move, but from 
the consumer point of view, as a senior, 
money is tight. I can’t see myself paying 
$0.75 for a drink.” 

Melissa Welch - “I think paying 
$0.75 for a drink is ridiculous. You're 
just giving in to them when you do. You 
should start bringing your own drink or 
gel tea at lunch instead and see how they 
like that.” 

Kristen Dubisar - “Why pay $0.75 
for a 12 oz. can when you can go to any 
convenience store and buy a resealable 
20 oz. Bottle.” 

Twanna Thomas - “I think the 
drinks should go back to $0.50 because 
they are only ripping people off. All 
they want is money so therefore I will 
not buy a drink.” 

Deana Gilford - “I think that $0.75 is 
way too high, but if the school needs 
more funds, I think a compromise is pos- 
sible.”

Elizabeth Strong - “There needs to 
be another approach taken to make mon- 
ey for the school. Students should not be 
responsible for paying for the things our 
tax money should pay for.”

Modify your recipes

The holidays are here and time 
for our favorite holiday recipes. We 
must remember the holidays are as 

ood a time as any to maintain 
ealthy cooking habits by modify- 
ing favorite holiday recipes. 

Some recipes can be altered by 
simply reducing an ingredient or 
substituting one for another. Some 

eneral reductions and substitutions 
include the following: 

eSugar can be reduced by 1/3. 
Example: if a recipe says 1 cup, use 
2/3 cup. This works best in home- 
canned and frozen fruits and insmak- 
ing puddings and custards, 

It may be less desirable for cook- 
ies and cakes. It should be remem- 
bered that non-caloric sweeteners 
work best as substitutes for sugar in 
uncooked foods. They are usually 
adversely affected by heat. These 
substitutes also do not perform the 
other functions of sugar. 

Fat often can be reduced by 1/3. 
Example: if the recipe has 6 table- 
spoons, use 4 tablespoons. This 
works best in gravies, sauces, pud- 
dings, and quick breads. 

¢Salt may be left out or reduced 
by 1/2. Example: if the recipe says 1 
tablespoon, use 1-1/2 teaspoons. 
Use spices and herbs for a different 
flavor. 

¢Whole grain flour can be substi- 
tuted for 1/4 tol/2 of refined flour. 
Example: if the recipe has 3 cups 
all-purpose flour, use 3/4 cup whole 
grain flour and 2-1/4 cups all- 
purpose flour. 

*Yogurt or cottage cheese may 
be substituted for sour cream in 
some sauce and dip recipes. 

*Use low-fat cheese in place of 
higher fat cheese in recipes. 

¢Skim milk may be substituted 
for whole milk in most recipes. 

*Evaporated milk or whipped 
nonfat dry milk may be substituted 
for cream in some recipes calling 
for whipped cream. 

*To alter a recipe, use the follow- 
ing tips: 

Start by first making a small 
amount of the recipe.

Most Americans think of Thanksgiving as a day when family and friends come 
together for a huge meal consisting of the traditional “turkey”, stuffing and other 
such low-fat items, then sit (or perhaps lay on the couch) all afternoon and watch 


football! 


Although that would be a fair assessment of the holiday as it is known in the 
United States today, that’s not what Thanksgiving is all about. 

The forefathers of America struggled a great deal to create the independence and 
freedom that we Americans so treasure today. Thanksgiving Day was used as a 
symbolic gesture between the Plymouth Colony in 1621 and the Native Americans 
as they began to work together toward one goal. 

The two human entities had farmed the land, taught each other a new way of life, 
and then used the Thanksgiving Day feast as a means to celebrate oneness. 

There were 102 English Puritans and separatists who founded Plymouth Colony. 
The English settlers originally were headed for Virginia. However, while crossing 
the Atlantic Ocean, the ship was blown off course by storms. Hence, the accidental 
landing on Plymouth Rock, (which is now in the state of Massachusetts) North 
America in December 1620. 

Through the winter months the Pilgrims suffered a great deal, but Spring brought 
forth a time of renewal and dedication to succeed. * 

Crops were planted and the settlers exchanged goods with the Indians for seed. 
Together they planted their crops and in the Fall they reaped the harvest. 

The Pilgrims of Plymouth Colony were extremely grateful to God for His protec- 


tion and for the bountiful harvest they were able to enjoy. 
On November 26, 1789, President George Washington officially declared 
the first National Thanksgiving Day. The custom was later renewed by 
President Abraham Lincoln in 1863. 
In 1941, Congress declared Thanksgiving Day should fall on the fourth 
Thursday of November each year, which has been carried out ever since 
that time. 
The reason for the customary turkey dinner is to act as a reminder 
of the four wild turkeys served at the very first Thanksgiving 
dinner by the Pilgrims of Plymouth Colony in 1621.

On Monday night of this week, 
the Elba City Council made a board 
appointment, heard a routine police 
report, gave the police chief permis- 
sion to hire a replacement for a re- 
signed radio operator and heard the 
city clerk report all is well with the 
flood pumps. 

Jerry McMillian was reappointed 
to another five year term on the Elba 
Housing Board by unanimous vote 
of the city council. Mayor James 
Grimes told the council he had re- 
ceived positive reports on MecMil- 
lian’s service and that MeMillian 
had agreed to serve another appoint- 
ment, 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth the 
new NCIC machine is on line and 
operators are training for it’s use. He 
said the operators and certain police 
officers will take a 16 hour course 
on December 15th and 16th to be- 
come certified on the equipment, 

He reported citizens request to 
put the traffic light at Whitman’s and 


the one at the Spur station on blink- 
ing caution on the thru traffic sides. 
He said this had been forwarded to 
the state and they are expected to in- 
stall a timer to put these lights on au- 
tomatic caution flashing from 11 
p.m. until 5 a.m. each night. 

Whitworth again reported on dis- 
cussions to correct traffic problems 
causing accidents at the 203 Bypass 
intersections. He said he feels some 
remedies are probable in the near fu- 
ture, 

A John W. Sharpless motion to 
allow the city’s street sweeper to 
sweep the Kleinert’s parking lot died 
for lack of a second, Sharpless noted 
Kleinert’s was a good corporate 
neighbor and the city should show 
appreciation, 

Mayor Grimes said he had 
checked League of Municipalities 
guidelines and only found an Attor- 
ney General ruling which said leas- 
ing city equipment was legal if a fair 
market rate was received and there 
was no private enterprise available 
to do the work.

Grimes said he had checked with 
surrounding cities and found some 
sweep parking lots and others don’t. 

The only opposing opinion ex- 
pressed was that this “would open a 
can of worms” and the city would 
then not have time to do it’s own 
work because of working all the time 
on private property. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow re- 
ported the new flood pumps have 
been tested and work very, very 
well. He said the only problem was 
some potential erosion when they 
are in use. This will be corrected by 
the street department. A dedication 
seryice for this new equipment is 
planed at a later date, inconjunctin 
with the Alabama Emergency Man- 
agement staff.

No county voting houses to close

There will be no closing or con- 
solidation of voting precincts or 
beats in Coffee County - at this time. 

In a 5-0 (two commissioners - 
Tom Grimsley and Len Averett ab- 
stained) vote, the Coffee County 
Commission approved Commission- 
er Kayo Lewis’ motion not to close 
any voting house in the county. 

There were several residents (an 
estimated 35-40 individuals) from 
throughout Coffee County at Mon- 
day’s meeting of the county commis- 
sion, 

Five individuals addressed the 
commission expressing their dis- 
pleasure that the commission would 
even consider closing any voting 
house in the county. 

“Consider the negative effect that 
this would have on our communi- 
ties,” said Heflin Smith. 

He asked that the commissioners 
consider the effect this would have 
on our senior citizens, working peo- 
ple, and farmers scattered through- 
out rural Coffee County. 

“I speak on behalf of our commu- 
nity (Kinston) and the surrounding 
communities (Perry’s Store, Holley 
Store, etc.) that we are opposed to 
closing any polls at this time,” Smith 
said. 

William H. Mullins, Jr., mayor of 
Kinston, also addressed the commis- 
sion. “If we can build a four million 
dollar courthouse in Enterprise, we 


~ can pay poll workers,” he said. 


A former member of the commis- 
sion, Gilmer Grant, complimented 
the commissioners on the job they 
were doing and asked that they com- 
mission consider “leaving things just 
as they are at this time.” 

Others addressing the commis- 
sion echoed the same feeling toward 
closing any of the county’s polling 
places, They suggested that there are 
other ways to cut expenses without 
cutting voting houses. 

The chairman of the commission, 
Robert Stephens, was presented with 
several petitions bearing several hun- 
dred signatures of individuals ex- 
pressing their opposition to any 
move to close or consolidate voting 
houses. 

Probate Judge William O. Gam- 
mill, after the rules were suspended, 
addressed the commission. He noted 
that the proposal to purchase new 
electronic voting equipment for the 
county was the original matter being 
considered by the commission. 

“Please stay committed to that is- 
sue,” he told commissioners. 

When asked by a member of the 
audience what he favored, he stated 
that he was always concerned with 
saving the taxpayers’ money and fa- 
vored consolidation of the county’s 
polling places. 

Commissioner Stephens said he 
thought the new voting machines 
were a good idea but would rather 
continue voting on the old machines 
if it meant depriving anyone of the 
right to vote, 

Commissioner Tom Grimsley, 
who proposed the idea of poll con- 
solidation, stated, “It was never my 
intent to keep anyone from voting or 
inconveniencing them in any way,” 


Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
stated that he was not trying to hold 
the county back, but maybe this was 
not the time to make changes in the 
polling places. 

He noted that several constitu- 
ents, and others, had suggested to 
him that one way the county could 
save a lot of money was to reduce 
the number of commissioners. 

Commissioner Brooks thanked 
the residents of the county for com- 
ing to the meeting and voicing their 
opinions.

“This is democracy at work,” he 
said. 

Turning to other matters of busi- 
ness on the meeting agenda, Joe 
Sawyer, an Enterprise attorney, ad- 
dressed the commission on behalf of 
his clients, Mrs. Ohree Parrish and 
Mrs. Penny Powell. He asked that 
the commission not oppose the clos- 
ing of Co. Rd. 720. 

Recently, this road has been in- 
volved in civil court action and ap- 
pears to be again. Sawyer contends 
that the commission has sued his cli- 
ents. 

Several months ago, the commis- 
sion instructed the county’s attorney, 
Kenneth Fuller, to find out the final 
outcome of the civil action involving 
the road, Fuller had petitioned the 
court for a declaratory judgement 
concerning this matter. 

Commissioner Lewis responded 
to Sawyer’s statement that the 
county was suing his clients.

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“I'm not aware that this commis- 
sion has sued anybody. It’s news to 
me,” he said. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion between the two lawyers, and 
members of the commission, Com- 
mission Bernest Brooks made a m6- 
tion that the original motion to seek 
clarification (declaratory judgement) 
on the civil action concerning the 
Co, Rd. 720 be rescinded. ; 

Brooks’ motion received a second 
and was passed by a 6-0 vote. Com- 
missioner Dalrymple abstained.

***Passed a resolution adopting‘a 
recently revised set of subdivision 
regulations. 5 

***Commission advised of end- 
ing terms (2 years) of three members 
of the county’s Public Building Au- 
thority. They are: Orie Parrish (Dist. 
4); Billy G, Mixson (Dist. 7); and 
Ferrin Cox (Dist. 3). 

*#%* Approved assisting in the pay- 
ing of the driveway at the District 6 
voting house (Enterprise YMCA). 

***Engineer Randy Tindell stated 
that repair work on Co, Rd. 349 
would begin next week, weather per- 
mitting. The job should take approxi- 
mately two weeks.
